A Melancholy Spectacle. 

We congratulated ourselves, our readlers and the 
friends of good morals and the welfare of the 
State generally, in our paper of last week, at the 
prospect of the bill before the Lezislature, for 
the better observance of the Sabbath, becoming 
the law of the land. We regret tosay that we were 
premature in our expectation, and mistaken in our 
calculation that there could not be found a set of 
men who would in the face of an enlightened 
public opinion, so far outrage propriety and good 
mérals as to be found opposing a measure, upon 
the consummation of which the welfare of our 
State so largely depends. That any portion of a 
Legislative body could be found in this enlight- 
ened age opposing a measure which has every- 
where received the sanction of the civilized 
world, is indeed an anomaly. That any portion 
of a public body should in the face of the re- 
monstrance of numbers of the best citizens of 
every portion of our State, fear and fail to do 
the duty, they owe to themselves, and those 
they represent, is indeed melancholy. The voice 
of an intelligent, enlightened and moral consti- 
tuency, has been unheeded and unobeyed by 
those who for popularity’s sake (and a very ques- 

- tionable popularity it is) have preferred to pan- 
der the low prejudices of the vicious and vile, 
in the desecration of a day kept sacred through- 

_ out the civilized aud Christian world. | 

After the passage by the Senate of the bill 
providing for the observance of the Sabbath, we 

“felt confident that it would pass the other branch 
of the Legislature and become a law. The bill 
was lost in the House by a tie vote, twenty per- 
sons being found in that body who had the hardi- 
hood to vote against it. Who this twenty who 
have thus dared to outrage public opinion, and 
the cause of morality, right and justice are, does 
not appear, as the yeas and nays of the vote 
taken upon the bill are not given, in the Legisla- 
tive reports of the day. We shall take some 
pains to procure them from the journal, and give 
them to the public. It is fit that those who have 
courted the meed of infamy should enjoy it, in 
its utmost degree of fullness. 

The proper observance of the Sabbath has 
received the sanction of all civilized people 
Apart from the moral obligation to Tegard this 
day as sacred—to remember and keep it holy,— 
the experience of ages has every where gone to 
show that as a matter of physical importance,— 
as a purely sanitary measure, the observance of 
the Sabbath, according to the letter ofthe com- 
mandment is enjoined upon the human family. 

It was reserved for the representatives of an 
enlightened people in this age and couutry to 
repudiate all experience of the past,—to sanction 
vice and immorality in its worst and most hide- 
ous forms,—to trample upon all mora! oBligation, 
and to bring disgrace and dishonor upon the 
State at home and abroad. Truly the heart of 
every good citizen who has the welfare of the 
State at heart, sickens at this sad spectacle. 

We shall have occasion to refer to this matter 
again;—and shall not scruple to gratify those 
who have courted this ignominious distinction 
to the fullest extent of their desire.

| The Meetings of Presbytery sad Asadiation 


Nevaba, Cal. May 10th 1853. 

The Meeting of the Presspytery or San 
Francisco was opened on Tuesday evening, 
with a sermon by the Moderator, Rev. Ext Cor- 
win, of San Jose, from the text, Numbers 11: 
29th. “ Would God that all the Lord’s people 
were prophets, and the Lord would put His Spirit 
upon them” After the public exercises the 
Presbytery was called to order by the Moderator, 
| and prayer was offered. The roll was then call- 
ed, and two brethren having presented letters of 
dismission from other Presbyteries, and having 
been received members of this, the list of mem- 
bers stood as follows :

Rey. S. H. Willey, San Francisco. 
Rey. I. H. Brayton, Marysville. 
Rev. Eli Corwin, San Jose. 
Rev. E. B. Walsworth, Marysville. 
Rev. 8. B. Bell, Oakland. 
Doctor J H. Wilder, Elder of the Church in 
Marrysville 
ABSENT. . 
Rev. J. W. Douglass, San Francisco. 
Rev. W. W. Brier, San Jose Mission. 

Two other brethren who had expected to join 
the Presbytery at this time were absent, viz: 

Rev. 8. S. Harmon, Sonora, and Rev. A. F. 
White, San Francisco, and a third, Rev. James 
Pierpont, of Placerville, was present, but. not 
having received his letter from the Presbytery 
to which he belongs he did not join, but was in- 
vited to participate in the discussions as corres- 
ponding member. 

» The minutes of the last meeting having been 

read by the stated Clerk, the Presbytery proceed- 
ed to elect a Moderator, for the term ensuing, 
and Rev. E. B. Walsworth, of Marysville was 
chosen. Rey. S. B. Bell was appointed tempo- 
rary Clerk, and after the announcement of Com- 
mittees on the various subjects introduced in 
the order of business, Presbytery adjourned to 
meet on Wednesday morning 9 o'clock. Closed 
with prayer by the Moderator. 

Wednesday morning sessions. Presbytery met 
according to adjournment, and was opened with 
prayer. A communication was then read from 
Rev. I. H. Brayton, requesting to be released 
from the pastoral charge of the First Presbyter- 
ian Church in Marysville, assigning a8 a reason, 
his continued ill health, and the advice of phys- 
icians who were agreed that to restore the same, 
he must remove to a climate more congenial to 
his constitution. Dr. Wilder, Elder of the 
church, stated that the relations between the 
Pastor and people at Marysville, had been, and 
were of the most amicable and endearing charac- 
ter. But the church being satisfied that Rev. 
Mr. Brayton could not remain longer with them 
consistently with his health, they had reluctantly 
consented that the pastoral relation be dissolved. 

After consultation, Presbytery voted unani- 
mously that the request be granted. 

The subject of the abuse of clerical titles, by 
men engaged in secular pursuits, was introduced 
and elicited much information and discussion, 
after which it was referred to a committee con- 
sisting of Rev. Messrs. Corwin and Willey and 
Dr. Wilder, to report suitable resolutions thereon. 

Reports from the various fields of labor occu- 
pied by the brethren, then came up in order, and 
took up the remainder of the session. Many in- 
teresting and encouraging facts wére stated, 
among which were the following: Two new 
churches have been formed since the last meet- 
ing of Presbytery; namely: one in Placerville, 
under the care of. Rev. James Pierpont, and one 
in Oakland, under the care of Rev. 8. B. Bell; 
and the church in San Jose have settled a Pas- 
tor, assuming his entire support, and the pros- 
pects of the church are of the most cheering 
character. Much improvement was reported in 
all the older towns and cities in the State, in re- 
spect to good order and morals. The Sabbath is 
more suitably observed, and there is a growing 
disposition everywhere to set it apart entirely as 
a day of rest. Public worship is better attend- 
ed. and Sabbath Schools are taught with increas- 
ing success. 

After prayer, Presbytery adjourned to meet at 
the call of the Moderator. 

Wepnespay, 9 o'clock, A. M.

All these, with the exception of Mr. Henry 
whe was absent, were invited to take a part in 
the deliberations of this session as corresponding 
members. | 

The session ¥as opened with reading of the 
Scriptures and Prayer by the Moderator. The 
usual committees were appointed, after which 
the Association listened to reports from each of 
its members, of their labors and successes in 
their respective fields, and then adjourned to 
unite with the Pyesbytery of San Francisco in 
joint meeting. 

_ Wepnespay, ArTternoon Session. 

Presbytery and Association met together at 
two o’clock, and spent an houg in devotional ex- 
ercises, after which the Moderafor of the Asso- 
ciation took the chair, and the subject of Educa- 
tion was taken up. A free discussion was held 
upon the report, which the jeint-committees of 
Presbytery and Association presented on the 
subject of Education, which resulted in the adop- 
tion of a plan to establish an institution of learn- 
ing to be entered upon if possible before the 
next regular meeting of these bodies. The 
whole matter was then referred to a standing 
Committee on the subject, empowered to act in 
behalf of these two bodies, and nt their 
report at the next regular meeting, six months 
from this time. . 

The joint-Committees on destitutions and sup- 


plies, reported at length on the necessity of some 


better provision for collecting exact aid reliable 
information, conceruing the religious wants of 
every part of the State, and of securing a prompt 
supply of preachers of the Gospel where they 
are required. The report re-commenced for this 
purpose,—that the American Home Missionary 
Society be requested to appoint a Secretary of 
the Agency of that Society in this State, who 
shall devote himself entirely to this department 
of ministerial labor. It argued the necessity, 
advantages and actual economy of such a meas- 
ure, especially in view of the rapid settlement 
of remote parts of the State, and the impossibil- 
ity of knowing their wants or providing for their 
supply, by any means now at hand. The report 
was freely discussed and afterwards unanimously 
adopted, and directed to be sent to the Secre- 
taries of the Home Missionary Society in New 
York.

After the public services the Presbytery was 
convened by the Moderator, and the Committee 
appointed to draft resolutions concerning the 
abuse of clerical titles by men engaged in secu- 
lar pursuits, presented their report, which was 
accepted. After discussion it was adopted and 
ordered to be published, (The resolutions will 
be found in another column of this paper.)}— 
Adjourned to meet in the morning,at nine o'clock. 
Prayer by the Moderator. 4 
Tuurspay, Moanine 

Presbytery met,—the Moderator in the chair. 
After devotional servicee, the resolutions and 
measures proposed are discussed in the joint- 
meeting on the subject of education, and on the 
recommendation of the appointment of a Sec- 
retary of the Agency of the American Home 
Missionary Society in California, were adopted ; 
and standing Committees were appointed to be 
associated with similar Committees from the As- 
sociation to carry them into etlect. 

On motion it was also resolved to appoint a 
Committee to unite with one already appointed 
by the Association to prepare and publish an ex- 
pression of the sentiments of these two bodies 
on the subject of irreggonsible church members 
in California. The Comimittee was appointed 
and their report will be published in due time. 
On motion, the Moderator was appointed on the 
part of the Presbytery to preside in the joint- 
meeting for devotional exercises, and in the ad- 
mistration of the Lord’s supper in the afternoon. 

On motion it was resolved that when the Pres- 
bytery adjourn, it be to meet in San Jese on the 
second Tuesday of November next. After the 
reading and correction of the minutes of the 
meeting, it was concluded with prayer by the 
Moderator. 

In the meeting of the Association, the reports 
on the subject of Education and of the appoint-. 
ment of a Secretary of the Agency of the Amer- 
ican Home Missionary Society for this State, as 
presented by the appropriate Committees in joint 
meeting, were taken up and adopted unan- 
imously. 

A report prepared by a Committee of the 
Presbytery and adopted by that body on the sub- 
ject of the abuse of clerical titles by men en- 
gaged in secular pursuits, was then read, and 
unanimously adopted as expressive of the views 
of the Association on that point. After this, the 
case of irresponsible church members resident 
in this State, was taken up and discussed with 
yreat earnestness. Rev. J. H. Warren was ap- 
pointed a Committee to prepare memorials on 
that subject, one for publication here, and another 
for publication in the Atlantic States. 

The Moderator was appointed on the part of 
the Association to preside in the devotional ex- 
ercises of the joint meeting in the afternoon, and 
at the administration of the Lord’s supper. 

On motion, it was voted that when the As- 
sociation adjourn, it be to meet at San Jose, on 
the Wednesday after the 2nd Tuesday of No- 
vember next. When the’minutes had been 
read and approved, Association adjourned. 


Tuurspay, ForeNoon Session, 
Joint meeting. 
Ihe Moderator of the Association took the 
chair. Rev. Mr. Blakeslee, Missionary for the 
instruction of the Chinese in California, present- 
ed the claims of his mission. His remarks were ’ 


listened to with deep interest, and were followed 


by an expression of sympathy and disposition on 
the part of the members of these bodies, to co- 
opperate with all such wisely planned efforts as 
may be put forth to enlighten and christianize 
this part of our population. At thé close of the 
remarks, the following resolution was unani- 
mously adopted : | 


Impressed with the importance of christianiz- 
ing the representatives of heathen nations com- 
ing to our shores, and with the responsibility of 
ourselves and our churches in the matter, 

Resolved, That we rejoice in the presence of 
the missionaries sent hither for this purpose, and 
that, as far as practicable, we wil co-operate 
— them in their efforts to prosecute their 
work. 


The present condition and wants of the San 
Francisco Bible Society, and the Pacific Tract 
Society, were then briefly stated. Though the 
Secretaries of those societies were prevented 
by a press of other duties from being present, 
these two great objects of benevolence were con- 
sidered, and a deep interest was expressed in 
their prosperity. The cheering intelligence was 
communicated that the effort now making in be- 
half of the Tract Society, to relieve it from the 
pecuniary embarrassments under which it has 
labored since the reverses of 1551, was likely to 
be speedily successful. 

With regard to the Bible Society, that has 
recently lost its Depository by fire, the dispo- 
sition was expressed to bear a part in raising the 
necessary funds to erect another, more suitable 
and permanent, as soon as possible.

Every 
contingency has been provided for,—every casu- 
alty guarded against. 

Well may.her owners. officers and agents be 
proud of her. She is indeed a model ship— 
worthy to bear the name of one ef the first trav- 
elers, and brightest literary lights of the age, 
whose earthly pilgrimage ceased as the craft 
which thus honors his memory was completed.

The King publishes a ProClamation declaring,

The ship Ellen Brooks is reported as having 
arrived at Tahiti on 20th March, with six feet 
water in the hold. The crew were perfectly ex- 
hausted and would have taken to the boats the 
next day, had not the ship made the port. There 
was no probability of her leaving that port, as 
she was so endangered that no one would advance 
a dollaron her. They were taking the oil and 
bone from her as fast as possible, but the water 
was gaining on them. 

Crime on THE IsLanps.—The whole number 
of criminal convictions throughout the Islands 
in 1852 was 2,948, of which 1,014 were for drunk- 
enness, and of these 659 were in Honolulu; 537 
of the persons convicted were foreigners, 112 
natives.

The clipper ship Tingqua arrived at Honolulu 
on the 15th April. 


The minister of the Interior has called for an 
appropriation of $10,000 for the purpose of deep- 
ening the channel 24 feet and improving the 
harbor of Honolulu. He further states that each 
island of the group stands in need of a good 
prison, and recommends attention to the matter. 

It is stated that two citizens of the United 
States and one of Great Britain received certifi- 
cates of nationality last year, while 29 natives 
of the United States, 14 of Great Britain, 10-of 
China, 2 of France and 11 of other countries 
took the oath of allegiance to the King in the 
same time.

This shrub on the North Beach side of Sa 

Francisco attains to 15 or 20 feet in hight by 1 


foot in diameter. The leaves as before observed - 


are a lightevergreen; large, rigid, oblong-lanced, 
acute with the margin turned under and sharply 
saw-toothed, the teeth tipped with little glands. 
The flowers are in large irregularly sub-divided 
loose clusters on the ends of the branches, color 
white, composed of five-leaflets slightly notched, 
ten-stamens (or five-pairs) and two central styles, 
also two-cells to the fruit, and two-seeds—the 
berries red, obliquely oval, marked on the top 
by five-fissures like the winter-green and about 
eth same size, some are however, half an inch 
to five-eights in diameter, of a pleasant sub-acid 
and astringent quality, with the flavor of the 
common Thorn. 

There seems to have been some careless 
errors in describing this shrub e. g. De Cadnolle 
says the (pedicels) flower stems are longer than 
the calyx, the reverse is true, others state it to have 
but “one style and two-stigmas” whereas we 
have seen none that have not beyond all possible 
mistake two distinct styles. Both the ripe fruit 
and newly blown blossoms are before us as we 
write, both from the same shrub. ' 

These berries furnish food for the Robin and 
other birds which sojourn with us during their 
wintry exile from their more Northern homes.— 
They are also collected by the Indians and

JOHN ERICSSON. 


The Literary World furnishes the fol- 
, | lowing particalars of the life of this gen- 
tlenan,“ whose name now takes rank 
with Franklin, Watt, Morse, and other 
great benefactors of mankind.” He isa 
man of fifty years of age, of a muscular, 
well developed, and strongly knit frame ; 
he is of middle size, has a firm tread, a 
person who gives the assurance of re- 
served stgength, and a head with all the 
proper intellectual development; the 
high forehead prominent brow marking 
the man of thought and the philosopher ; 
he has a dark complexion of hair, some- 
what whitened by time black eyes, in- 
trospective reflective rather than 
observing, a decisive mouth, and mixed 
temperament, combining the nervous 
and bilious, which distinguishes the pow- 
erful in action and .steady endurance. 
His head rises in a phrenological summit 
of benevolence; he was heard to re- 
mark—the only sign he gave self-con- 
gratulation on-his triumph—that he was 
proud tobe the means, throngh his inven- 
tion, of saving life. 

He was born in Sweden, in 1803. He 
early showed a taste for mechanics, and 
at the age of eleven attracted the notice 
Count Platon, who obtained for him 

‘adetship in an engineer corps. He 
room ards entered the Swedish army, 
and was employed_in the survey of 
Northern) Sweden. While occupied 
with his favorite stndy of mechanics, he 
projected his flame engine. In 1826, he 
visited England. W hile there in 1829, 
he competed for the prize offered by the 
Liverpool.and Manchester Railway for 
the best locomotive, and produced an en- 
gine that produced the wonderful speed, 
at that time, of fifty miles an hour. His 
propeller, his semi-cylindrical engine, his 
centrifugal blower, his distance instru- 
ment, for measuring distances at sea, his 
hydrostatic guage, his pyrometer, and 
other ingenious inventions, have already 
made the name of Ericsson famous in 
the scientific world; the Caloric Engine, 
which has now arrived at the consumma- 
tion of success, Was brought before the 
scientific world of London twenty years 
ago, and was rejected by men of science 
-as an impracticability, and as involving 
the absurdity of perpetual motion. Far- 
aday, Brunel, and Ure, after a short re- 
sistance, finally conceded the practicabil- 
ity of the invention, and Faraday endor- 
sed the caloric engine in those ‘famous 
lectures of his, before the London Insti- 
tution. Fox, whose name is identified 
with the success of the London Exhibi- 
tion, Was a ‘im of Ericsson. 


A Crusozr.—An ollicer of the 
East India army on sick leave furnishes 
a rather interesting account of a visit to 
the “C ocoas,” a group of unfrequented 
Islands, between seven and eight hun- 
dred miles southward and westward of 
Java Head. A Captain Ross, formerly 
of the Indian ariny, is here “ monarch of 
all he surveys,” being, with his family, 
sole occupants, saving some Malays in 
hix pay. Some particulars of this visit 
are thus supplied : 

“ About the sixth day from Java Head, 
we sighted the Islands which are ver 
low, covered to the water's edge with 
trees. There are about twenty-four of 
them, the largest less than a mile broad ; 

7 are in a circle, reefs joining them, 

forming a magnificent lagoon, to 
which there is one entrance. I went on 
shore early in the morning after we ah- 
chored, and pulled about three miles up 
the lagoon to the settlement. Their 
chief amusemerit appears to be sailing | P 
boats, of which there are immense num- 


bers, and I coun- 
ted nearly thirt ulled up, sailing 
away to the di ds to pick up 
nuts.
